Mic. 
Thinks Break Caused McCoy to Kill Her 


The condition of the three asserted victims of Kid McCoy's .45- 
caliber pistol, William G. Ross, Samuel Schapp and Mrs. Ann Schapp, 
who are at Clara Barton Hospital, continued yesterday to improve. It 
is not feared that their wounds will prove fatal unless complications 
set in, it was stated. 


‘Visitors yesterday congratulated 
Mr. Schapp on his remarkable es- 
cape from death when they learned 
that the extremely heavy-calibered 
bullet went through his body 
cleanly a few inches below his 
heart. 

McCoy was determined that no 
human was to stand between him 
and Mrs. More's fortune, said Mr. 
Schapp yesterday, telling for the 
first time of an attack McCoy Is 
asserted to have made upon Mrs. 
Schapp last winter. 

“He knew that my wife and I 
opposed hig friendship with Tere- 
sa,” said Mr. Schapp. “One night 
in February he waylaid my wife 
outside her home at midnight.

BERLIN, Aug. 15.—Mme. 
Krutsckaia, widow of Nicolai 
Lénin, and chairman of the 
educational committee, ad- 
mits for the first time the 
inefficiency of the present 
educational system.

Cross-Wind at Glendale Air 
Field Hits Craft 


Pilot and Passenger , Escape 
Without Injury 
Power Wires Interfere With 


Landing, Flyers Say 


Caught in a sudden cross-wind 
while making a landing at the 
Giendale Airport on North San Fer- 
nando Road yesterday, observa-

Dichman, the 
commander of the squadron. was 
coming north was to confer with 
officials of the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce regarding estab- 
lishment of an aviation field at 
Los Angeles Harbor. 

Accompanying Lieut. Dichman 
was Lieut. W. D. Garrett, while the 
third machine carried Lieut. G. H. 
DeBaun and Chief Radio Operator 
Woife, who were sending out radio 
messages on the flight north. As 
the machines neared the Giendale 
Airport they were compelled to ap- 
proach from the north end to 
aveid the power wires that cross 
the south end of the field. As they 
passed over an orchard at the 
north end the cross current struck 
Lieut. Schmidt’s machine just as’ 
he came to earth at an estimated 
s of fifty-fve miles an hour.

struts and inflicted other damage.

CREW CHEERFUL 

Forty-five men comprising the 
crew are still aboard. There is no 
way to get aboard the Orowaiti or 
to make human voices heard 
above the din of the surf beating 
on the rocks. The crew is in the 
best of spirits and still hopeful 
that two tugs, which are standing- 
by, will eventually be able fo pull 
the ship off. Judgi*g from appear 
ances from shore, the task is 
most hopéless. 

The — lies high and even at 
high tide is far fram floating. She 
seems to be in no immediate dan- 
ger. It will be possible to rig a 
breeches buoy from the boat to 
the rocks. ‘ 

Point Sal itself is only a short 
distance, relatively, north of Point 
Honda, where seven destroyers 
were wrecked several, months ago. 


TUGS IN VICINITY

Removal of Abram J. Schur as 
receiver of the Federal Furniture 
Company, asserted bankrupt, by 
Judge James will be gone into fur- 
ther in Federal Court Monday. 
Joseph L. Lewinson as counsel for 
the petitioning creditors yesterday 
filed an affidavit contradicting some 
of the assertions in an affidavit by 
Oscar L. Willett, counsel for the 
asserted bankrupt. 

Mr. Schur, now practicing law 
in this city, was removed on the 


charge that in 1918 he had been‘ 


convicted of accepting a bribe 
while acting as a member of a 
draft board in Indianapolis, and 
that he had been brought here at 
instigation of the Refinance Cor- 
poration. Mr. Lewinson in his af- 
fidavit says Mr. Schur is not in 
any way connected with the Re- 
finance Corporation, and that it 
did not bring him here, he having 
come here before the organiza- 
tion; that it is not true that an 
employee of the Refinance Cor- 
poration has been sent to creditors 
to solicit proxies in an attempt to 
control the appointment vr the 
trustee in any case in which Mr. 
Schur has been acting as receiver. 

Mr. Lewinson further sets forth 
that he has seen eertificates show- 
ing that Mr. Schur was an attor- 
ney in good standing in Indiana on 
February 5, 1924. He says he has 
been advised by Mr. Schur that he 
was convicted in Federal Court at 
Indianapolis jointly with another 
for assisting a third person to evade 
the draft, but that after spending 
two years in Atlanta Prison he had 
been liberated when his co-defend- 
ant had prosecuted an appeal and 
the case as applying to both had 
been reversed, Mr. Schur not hav- 
ing had funds to conduct an ap- 

IJ. It also is denied that r. 

hur had been involved in any 
diereputabie proceed- 
ings or in other professional trou- 
ble except the draft matter.

Regional Advisory Board in 
First Meeting 
Railroads . Coast to

Envoy Praises Plans 


California's demand for ftefrig- 
erated cars in the next ninety 
days will reach a total of about 
73,000 and the railroads expect 
to meet it, but it will be a diffi- 
cult task, it was determined yes- 
terday at the Pacific Coast*region- 
al advisory board meeting at the 
Biltmore. The demands of the fruit 
and vegetable men will be about 
the same as last year, when there 
also was a shortage of equipment, 
but the railroad representatives 
report conditions are much bet- 
ter this vear. The problem is 
chiefly that of prompt unloading 
and return of cars, and t is 
one of the practical functions of 
the new organization of shippers. 

It was the first meeting in the 
south of the regional board, tak- 
ing in California, Arizona and 
Nevada. The body was organized 
in July at San Francisco, and the 


meeting bere evidenced the wel- 
in 


come the scheme is receiving 
the Far West. The Pacific Coast 
board is the eleventh to be organ- 
ized in the country of a total of 
thirteen. It is composed of repre- 
sentatives of the agricultural and 
industrial elements and designed 
to co-operate with the railroads 
in working out transportation 
problems.

“Whatever we may think of the 
proposition of government owner- 
ship,” he said, “the fact is that 
the government adopted a railway 
policy as embodied in the Trans- 
portation Act, and it was to return 
the railroads to the companies. 
The transportation problem comes 
before the rate problem; every- 
thing in the nation depends on it. 
If we let it become weak we will 
become weak as a nation. The 
complaints now seem to be more 
of excessive service than under 


service, since in some cases ex- 
cessive service has depressed 
rices. The railroad investment of 


$19,000,000,000 is being increased 
at the rate of about 31,000,000,- 
000 a year, due to development, 
and I note that there is much in- 
terest here in Los Angeles in im- 
proved terminal facilities which 
seem to be needed.“
